The lower case "-a" isn't a misprint. It was used by the Navy to indicate an 


alternate power source instead of the odd/even number method (where "0" or 

blank is an even number). Same sort of thing as the later "X", "Y", "Z" 

suffixes of the AN system. So the DZ was 14 volt and the DZ-a was 28 volt. Then 
the 

DZ-1 and DZ-2 were 14 and 28 volt respectively, under the "new" system. 


There were other differences between the DZ and DZ-a, however, which wasn't 
typically the case in other sets and usages. The DZ-a loop is mechanically 
inverted so that it stuck out the bottom of a blimp's control cabin. And it was 
taller so that the controls were farther off the floor. 

The only other "-a" example that I can remember right now is RBA-5a, RBB-2a 
and RBC-3a which were modified for 400 Hz power source circa 1950.
